THE CJiUOKS A CT SUSTAINJW." 

The Toronto Globo prints n tulogruni 
from London stating that the Impti-iiil 
Privy Council has sustained the Cuouk's 
Liquor Act and oxpluina the points at is- 
•na to be as follows:— In tbe spring of 
1881 the Toronto Licensed Victuallers' 
Association determined to tost tlio val- 
idity of the Crooks Act. Tor that {mi- 
poao the president, Mr. llodge, conimit- 
led the otfoncos of aelliiii; lunior to a 
ininpr, and of playing a game of billii'.rda 
after hours. For those utfencoa ho was 
convicted by the police magistrate of this 
city and sentenced to pay a fine of B'M 
and coats. Against this decision Mr. 
Hodge appealed to the Court of Queen's 
Bench, where Chief Justico linjjaity 
q.iashed the conviction. Tho case waa 
thbU taken to tho Court of Appeal, wliich 
unauimousiy rove'raed the judgment of 
the chief justice of the Queen's Bench and 
affirmed tho conviction of tho police ma- 
gistrate. Thereupon .Mr. HodL;e c.irried 
the matter direct to the J'livy Ciuiiicil, 
where the case was arguod on ciie lifth of 
November last, and judgment was given 
on Saturday coiitiroiing the decision of 
tho Court uf Appeal and the conviction of 
our police uuigiatrate. The grounds on 
which the conviction was opposed by 
Mr. Hodge on behalf of his asauciatioii 
were 

1. That the legislature of Ontario had 
no legislative authority ; — 

(o) To enact regulations such as wuro 
passed by tho Toronto Board of License 
Coramiflsioners upon wliich the conviction 
complained of was fountled (c.y. , that tav- 
erns must be closed at 7 p.m. on Satur- 
days, liquor must not be sold to minors, 
titc. , etc.), 

(b) Or to create offences and annex pen- 
alties for their infraction. 

2. That oven if tho legialature had thai 
power, it could not delegate it to a board 
of coramiasionera or any other autliority 
outside its own legislative body. 

3. That the board of commissioners had 
no power to authorize the inipositinn of a 
fine for an infraction of such rcgul.itioiis 
or of imprisonment in default of payment 
of such tine. 

As will be seen by the clcapatch, the 
judgment of tho Privy Council covora all 
these points and upholds tliu unanimous 
decision of the Ontario Court of Appeal. 
"Whutevor the grounds may be tho broad 
fact remains, that by tiie highest Appel- 
late Court in the Urilish Empire, it has 
boon decided: — 

1. That tiio local legislature has full 
legislative authority to enact laws and re- 
gulations regulating tho sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

2. That tho same legislature has power 
to delegate that authority to boards of 
license commissioners. 

3. That 8uch boards of commissioner.! 
have the power to authorize the punisii- 
ment by fine or imprisonment of any one 
found guilty of an infraction of such laws 
and regulations. 

Tho Globo proceeds to claim that these 
principles lie at the foundation of the On- 
tario "Liquor License Act," which is 
thus, by tho highest Appelhuo Court, pro- 
nounced perfectly cuiibtitutioiiiil — within 
tho authority of the local legislature. 
This decision may have an impcirt:int bear- 
ing on the new Dominion license law 
which is intended to como into force licro 
in May next. If, as the Globe claims, in 
efi'ect it places tho power of legislation in 
such matters in the hands of the pro- 
vinces, the new license law must fall to 
thfl ground. 



PAIiNELL'S urn UJiST. 

Tho Now York Tribune says Parnell's 
recent speech at Dublin has considerably 
aimplitied the political situation. Except 
a siifgulrrly audacious eulogy on the Land 
League as conducting its ()]>eralioiis with 
an utter absence uf crime the Hpeech con- 
tained little about agrarian grievances and 
no demand for the umcndmont of tho 
Land Act, but was from beginning to end 
an outburst of hatred to England. lie 
repels any future alliance with' the En- 
glish unless they abandon coercion and 
emigration. lie hangs out tho Home 
Rule flag, but announces no delinilo 
Bcheine, and threatens tliat if Ireland bo 
not allowed to rule hcriolf slio can at least 
cause England to bo ruled as Inslimen 
choose. Mr. Paniell counts on hoKling 
the balance of power bctueoii the Liber- 
als and Tories, putting the Iri.sli vote in 
tho constituencies at auction. This frank 
disclosure, says the Tribune, elicited a 
prompt response in England. Ail parties, 
the extreme Radical perhaps excepted, 
agree in saying that party differonceH 
must sink in the presence oi the danger 
of Irish dictation. I'he Staiidiird od'ers 
on behalf of the Tories to leave tho Irish 
Parliamentary vote out of aeoount in any 
question of confidence involving tho fate 
of the Ministry. 'The Times says that the 
constituencies will probably Ijatllu jNIr. 
Parnell's calculation by giving a working 
majority to either parly overall sections, 
tho Irish included. JMr. Fcjrster iu his 
grea*. speccli at Bradford on 'I'liursday 
predicted tho same tlung. Even tlie 
Daily News, Jlr. Justin McCarthy being 
in Dublin drinking healths with .Michaol 
Davitt, declares tliat iMr. PariioU has eti'- 
octually if not permanently closed tlie 
door to concilliation by appealing to tho 
owost clas.s of tho Irisii f)ai ty.

The Cantilever Bridgre. 

The new bridge, built on nn entirely 
new plan, nt least to bridge buildora in 
this country, spans the Is'inyaru river in 
full view of tho cataract. Tho principle 
is that of a trussed beam supported at or 
near its centre, with tho nnna extending 
each way, and ends anchored or countor- 
weighted to provide for unequal loading. 
Tho illustration of it, asit ia supported is in 
the ssino style, although iutho bridge one 
end is lixed. The total longtJi of tlie 
bridge is 900 feot and 9 inches, divided 
into two cantilovors of 895 feet on tho 
Canadian and 3SJ5 feet on the American 
side, supported on steel towers arising 
from the wator'a edge. A fixed span of 
119 foot 9 inches ia .suspended from and 
connects the river ."iruis of the c;intilovora. 
The clear span across tho river is 38-1 
feot and 9 inches, being the longest 
double track truss span ever built. The 
bridge spans a ehaam of 859 feet from 
bluC to bluff. Tho total weight of tho 
iron and steel untoring into the coinposi- 
tioa of the massive elruoturo is 3,000 
tons.

Pork or beef which is intended for keep- 
ing should not bo salted whilo in a frozen 
condition, as it will not properly absorb tho 
salt, and cannot, therefore, bo depended 
upon to keep in hot weather. 

It is thought by some that 1,200 pounds 
is the best shipping weight for n steer; for 
a sheep, IGO pounds. The weight for tho 
steer should be obtained at the ago of two 
years, and for the sheep at the iirst sheer- 
ing. 

Water housoplants only when needed, 
and have tho water about as warm aa tho 
temperature of the room. In time of 
very severe frosts the plants ought to be 
withdrawn from the windows towards the 
contro of the room. Clean the foliage of 
plants frequently, to remove duat, etc. 

Turn the soil over in tho poulty house 
occasionally. If tho ground is frozon, put 
in coal ashes or sand for the fowls to duat 
in. Vary the food of tho poultry. Don't 
crowd too many birds in one room. 
Keroaono tho perches. Look out for dis- 
ease. 

If in transplanting forest trees tho tops 
are but entirely off, leaving only a bare 
pole, thoy will hardly fail to grow: there 
will be roots enough loft to meet tho de- 
mand of the few shoots which will start 
from the top, and growth both above and 
below ground will be well balanced. 

It is said that muriatic acid mixed with 
water in the pro[)ortion of half a pint of 
acid to one gallon of water makes an 
excellent weed-killer. It completely 
destroys all vegetable and insect life. One 
application, it is claimed, will keep walks 
free from weeds, moss, or worm-casts for 
two year. 

More than 500 sfalliona are now an- 
nually being imported from France to the 
United States. The immense wealth they 
nr-j adding to the nation will be better 
understood from the estimate that the 
first cross of a Porchoron stallion with a 
native mare doubles tho selling value of 
tho colt when mature.
